Chicago, May 5.—Sheriff Thomas E. 
Barrett of Cook county will take ac­ 
tive control of tho strike situation dur­ 
ing the morning. 
So 
much pressure 
has been brought to boar on him and 
on Mayor Dunne by business men who 
believe their interests to be seriously 
imperilled by the constant rioting in 
the streets that the sheriff has been 
compelled to swear in a largo forc e of 
deputies, and take active steps to do 
away with the present disorder. 
Two hundred deputies were sworn in 
Thursday 
afternoon at the 
office of 
Sheriff 
Barrett and 
it is 
expected 
that 2,000 will have been enrolled by 
Friday night. 
A committee of promi­ 
nent business men. 
headed by .John 
O. Shedd of Marshall Field & Co., went 
to Springfield during the day to lay the 
situation before Governor Deneen and 
and to declare that 
in their opinion 
conditions in Chicago were such that 
the military 
is imperatively needed. 
The Chicago Clearing House associa­ 
tion 
during the afternoon 
adopted 
sweeping resolutions 
declaring that 
the riots in the streets were constant­ 
ly increasing in fury and had gone be­ 
yond the power of the civil authorities 
of the city and county to control. 
It 
was the opinion of members 
of the 
Clearing House association that state 
troops should be called upon at once. 
Both Mayor Dunne and Sheriff Bar­ 
rett were deluged during the day with 
messages and letters 
declaring that 
conditions have become insufferable 
and a stop 
to the rioting 
should be 
made at once. 


Will Take the Situation in Hand. 
Notwithstanding all this pressure the 
sherif! is determined to take the sit­ 
uation in hand himself, declaring that 
until he has done so he will not be 
Justified in calling for the militia. 
Mayor Dunne for three hours in the 
afternoon rode through the down town 
streets in a buggy and on his return to 
the city hall declared he had seen no 
violence and believed the police to be 
fully able to cope with the situation. 
The business men who are anxious 
for troops point as an argument to the 
long list of injured 
which is printed 
every day and declare that this alone 
is sufficient evidence to prove that the 
rioting is not suppressed. 
They de­ 
clare that they are unable to make de­ 
tailed deliveries in any 
part of the 
city and but for the fact that many of 
their men are accompanied by guards 
carrying rifles and shotguns they would 
be murdered in the streets. 
_ Mayor Tlunne 
“I had a conference with Sheriff Bar­ 
rett this evening and we have reached 
a 
complete 
understanding. 
He 
is 
swearing in all men that are necessary 
to preserve order in case of an emer­ 
gency. 
It is only a wise precaution 
and I think it is commendable for him 
to swear 
in men 
in case they 
are 
needed. 
I have not the least objection 
to his action and we shall undoubtedly 
work together.” 
Mayor Dunne had a conference with 
Governor Deneen over the long dis­ 
tance telephone Thursday 
and will 
have another talk Friday. 
Sheriff Barrett said: 
“I will not 
call for troops until I see what can be 
done with the police and the deputy 
sheriffs working together. 
If I cannot 
control the situation, troops will be 
asked for.” 


Conference Ends In Failure. 
A conference was held 
late in the 
afternoon between Levy Mayer, attor­ 
ney for the employers’ association, and 
the leader of the teamsters’ union. 
IF 
was supposed 
before its 
commence­ 
ment that the meeting would have a 
strong influence toward the settlement 
of the strike. 
It, however, 
resulted 
in nofhlng. 
The men met in the presence of Secre­ 
tary Schandley of the state board of 
arbitration and the talk at first was of 
a conciliatory character. In a few min- 
untcs President Shea of the teamsters’ 
union volunteered 
the assertion that 
the teamsters were in no way respon­ 
sible for the attacks on nonunion men 
and the rioting in the streets. 
Attorney Mayer declared with much 
emphasis that the teamsters were re­ 
sponsible for the entire trouble. 
Shea 
denied this and Mayer reasserted it 
with increased vigor. 
Attorney 
Mayer 
asked 
President 
Fhea on wfiat terms he would call off 
the strike. 
Shea replied: 
“We will call the strike off on condi­ 
tion that the employers discharge all 
nonunion men they have imported and 
take the old men back in their places.” 
“The employers cannot 
accede to 
that 
demand,” 
replied 
Attorney 


Mayer, and the conference soon ended. 
The teamsters made an attempt dur­ 
ing the afternoon to call out the em­ 
ployes of the Chicago Union Traction 
company. 
This corporation 
operates 
all the street car lines on the North 
and West Sides of the city and is in 
charge of receivers appointed by the 
United States courts. 
Albert Young, representing the team­ 
sters, 
called 
on 
General 
‘Manager 
Roach of the traction company and de­ 
manded that the company at once can­ 
li*. its contracts with the Peabody Coal 
company and 
receive no more 
coal 
from it. 
He asserted that unless the 
contracts were immediately cancelled, 
the firemen would be called out and 
the other emeployes would strike in 
ay in imt hy. 
A meeting of the receivers was held 
at once and the officers of the Peabody 
Coal company were asked if they were 
able to 
deliver coal. 
They 
replied 
that they were and Young was then in­ 
formed that the contract would not 
be cancelled and the company would 
continue to receive < oal from the Pea­ 
body Coal company. 
W. D. Mahon, president 
of the na­ 
tional orgaanization of street car men, 
after looking into the situation, order­ 
ed all members of the Street Car Men’s 
union to continue at work. 
They had 
an agreement, he 
declared, with tile 
Union 
Traction 
company and 
this 
agreement would not be broken. 


Increasing Their Shipments. 
Notwithstanding the constant fight­ 
ing in the streets and 
numerous at­ 
tacks made on nonunion men the large 
dry goods houses and wholesale gro­ 
cers at night reported that they were 
steadily making progress and increas­ 
ing their shipments, although police 
guards were required with every wa­ 
gon. 
The express companies were inter­ 
fered with but little and considerable 
progress was made toward relieving 
the congested situation at the various 
railroad depots. 
The South Water Street Commission 
Merchants’ association, an organiza­ 
tion with a membership of over 4u0, de­ 
cided during the day to cast their lot 
with the employers’ association and to 
receive goods from any firm regard­ 
less of whether such deliveries were 
made by union or nonunion teamsters. 
There was less disturbance during 
the day in the wholesale district, but 
the fighting 
went on with its 
usual 
persistence 
and 
viciousness in 
the 
heart of the fashionable shipping dis­ 
trict. A number of nonunion men were 
clubbed aud beaten and their wagon 
guards and the police retaliated with 
vigor upon the rioters. 
In every instance the crowds were 
dispersed 
after 
a brief 
scrimmage, 
which was, however, in several cases 
of rather a sharp character. 


Over Seventy Persons Injured. 
The number of injured was from all 
accounts about the same as that of the 
past two days. 
About thirty to forty 
men have been cared for at the various 
hospitals and there are fully as many 
more who have secured 
medical at­ 
tendance and whose names are not 
known to the judice. 
In a riot at night at Eighteenth and 
Dearborn streets, Thomas McCracken, 
a striking teamster, 
was stabbed in 
the neck and beaten over the head by 
a revolver in the hands of colored non­ 
union men. 
In an attack made in the evening 
upon five coal wagons belonging to the 
~Sttmdirrd~"Wash Coal company, wrhile 
they were passing Harrison and Des 
Plaines streets, one man was shot in 
the hand and another out badly about 
the head. 
The wagons of the 
coal company 
were driven by the officers of the cor­ 
poration, led by the president, W. T. 
Deliante. 
All of them were bruised in 
the fight. 
A mob late in the afternoon attack­ 
ed a peddlar named Mottelwitz, as he 
was passing the corner of Milwaukee 
and Western avenue. A crowd stopped 
him and ordered him to 9how his union 
button. 
He explained that he owned 
his team and could 
not therefore be­ 
come 
a member of the 
union. 
Dis­ 
satisfied with his explanation the mob 
attacked h*m, beat him over the head 
with bottles, cut his horse loose and 
wrecked his wagon.

INSPECTOR TO ENFORCE LAW 


A Fine of from $5 to $25 or Ten 


Days Imprisonment Imposed 


for Violation of Law. 


The last session of tho legislature 
passed a law which will be of great in­ 
terest to the traveling public and to 
proprietors of hotels anti boarding and 
lodging houses. 
It requires that every 
institution of this character bo provided 
with suitable tire escapes, or in lieu 
thereof have manilla ropes with knots 
every 15 inches to servo in their stead. 
These ropes must bo in halls and in 
every room in tho second story or above. 
The following is the exact 
wording of 
section 2 of said law: 
Any person or persons keeping, main­ 
taining, controlling or managing any 
building or structure kept, used or main­ 
tained as, or advertised as, or held out 
to the public to be an inn, hotel, public 
lodging house or place where sleeping 
accomodations are furnished to the pub­ 
lic, whether with or without meals, shall 
supply and shall keep at all times, and 
in plain sight, and securely attached 
therein and thereto, in every bedroom 
or sleeping apartment on second floor or 
above second floor, a manilla rope, with 
knots not more than 15 inches apart, at 
least five-eights of an inch in diameter, 
and of sufficient strength to sustain a 
weight and strain of at least five hun­ 
dred pounds, and on failing to supply 
such ropes such person or persons shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than five dollars nor more than 
twenty-five dollars, and in default of 
payment thereof may be imprisoned not 
less than ten days. 
Section 4 provides for the appoint 
ment of a state inspector at a salary of 
$1,200 a year to enforce the law, and all 
hotels must be inspected 
by hint and 
have a certificate that the law has been 
complied with. 
The inspector must 
hav* free access to all rooms between 
IO a. rn. and 4 p. rn., to inspect any ho­ 
tel premises, and anyone hindering him 
or his deputies is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor and subject to the penalty im­ 
posed by the law. 
The inspector is entitled to tho fol­ 
lowing fees for inspection: 
Building of 
12 and less than 30 rooms, 50j; 30 and 
less than 60 rooms, $1.00; 60 and less 
than IOO rooms, $1.50; HK) and less than 
200 rooms, $2.00; over 200 rooms, $3.00t 
The law took effect on its approval by 
the governor.

Kind of Cross W alks in Which He

The cost of a crossing 
of broken stone is but $21 and if it stays 
in place and does not work out .sideways 
it will be better in 25 rears than when 
it is put in. The only repairs it can over 
need will be a few shovels of broken 
stone to fill up any depressions that may 
occur. 
Tho firmness with which the 
cinder crossings put in by the bicycle 
association several years ago stand the 
heavy traffic would seem to argue for 
the success of Mr. Lang’s plan.
